Thank you very much for your recent letter 
in which you have expressed your concern over cer- 
tain aspects of the Warren Commission Report. In- 
deed, I am glad to learn of your feelings in this 
regard, and welcome this opportunity to try to be 
of some assistance to you. 

In an effort to shed some light on this mat- 
ter, I have, this day, contacted the Department of 
Justice on your behalf. I have explained your con- 
cern to the officials there, and asked that they 
give the questions you have posed their immediate 
attention, and then submit a report on their find- 
ings to me. Of course, Mr. Brown, when I receive 
any response to this inquiry on your behalf , I will 
let you know at once .
